COUNSEL'S UNUSUAL ROLE IN 
SUPREME COURT 


REPRESENTS TWO SIDES 

At the Supreme Court this morn- 
ing before his Honour, the Chief 
Justice (Sir Henry Gollan, Kt.) 
Wong Ping-kui, head tallyman of 
the Wing On Company, Limited, 
sued the Wing On Company. Limit- 
ed, of Shekki} Chung Shan, Kwang- 
tung, and Lau Chiu-shi and asked 
for a declaration that he is the 
rightful owner of the share scrip 
No. 302. 

Mr. Hin-shirig Lo appeared for 

the plaintiff. 
. At the outset of the case, he 
told his Lordship that the cefen- 
dant Lau Chui-shi was not repre- 
sented and that he had also re- 
ceived instruction to represent the 
Wing On Company as well. 

His Lordship remarked that he: 
could not see how Mr. Lo could 
represent both the defendant and 
the plaintiff. 

Mr. Lo then explained the situa- 
tion. He said that the plaintiff

Plaintiff then lat- 
er left Hong Kong and placed the 
shares with his wife for safe cus-| 
tody, and when he returned to the 
Colony he found the shares miss- 
ing.

WAR BREAKS OUT AGAIN NEAR 
TCHANG - 


SZECHUANESE MIXED UP 


_ Hankow, Saturday. 

It is reported that the attitude of 
General Feng Yu-hsiang in regard 
to the National Government (Ci.e., 
the Nanking faction) is by no 
means certain in spite of the state- 
ment that he is prepared to obey 
Nanking’s orders,—British Naval 
Wireless. 

Ichang, Saturday. 

A division of troops from Sze- 
chuan, reported to be 10,000 or 
15,000 strong, is moving down the 
Upper Yangtisze Rive om Ichany. 

The local troops at Iclang claim 
a victory (against the Szechuan- 
ese) with a loss of 40 men, but it 
is not clear whether they are fight- 
ing for Nanking, or against Nan- 
king (i.e, to maintain a foothold 
forthe Kwangsi troops retreating 
from Hankow), or for purely local 
reasons.—British Naval Wireless. 

What Feng Says 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 

The Kuo Min news agency pub- 
lished the text of a lengthy mess- 
age from General Feng Yu-hsiang 
at Hwashan, Shensi, denouncing 
the Kwangsi group for four un- 
pardonable crimes :— 


Firstly, their refusal 
the revolutionary army when hard 
pressed in the Changteh battle in 
spring of last year. 

Secondly, their refusal to send 
military supplies when the Na- 
tionalists’ munitions were prac- 
tically exhausted in the ‘same cam- 
paiga. : 

Thirdly, for “accusing us of be- 
ing Communists.” : 

Fourthly, on the pretext of ex- 
terminating Communists “they 
ended the existence of many dar- 
ing to diffsr with them and many 
of our youths who refused to he- 
come their tools. Hundreds and 
thousands of such innocent mem- 
‘bars were thus murdered. Even 1 
was accused of being sympathetic 
to the Communists.”—Reuter. 

Kwangsi Debacle 
Hankow, Yesterday. 


It is stated that a number of 
General Hu Tsung-tu’s subordin- 
ata Generals, including Wu Kiang- 
hsi, Shih Yu, Chen Yeh-hai and Li 
Shi-chiao, have telegraphed to 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek express- 
ing ullegiance, and stating that 
their troops, who at present are 
quartered in Kingchow, Shasi and 
Ichang are awaiting orders from 
the Central Government. 


It is further reported that Gen- 
era! Tao Chu has written to Ho 
Kuo-kwang, Chiang’s chief-of-staff. 
expressing his readiness to sur- 
yender to Chiang. 

It is understood that no word 
has been received from General 
Hu Tsung-tu, but it is believed he 
will also be forced to capitulate. 
—Reuter.

Examination Results 

In the Matriculation and Senior 
Local Examinations our results 
were excellent. 

Our, system is to promote boys 
from Class 2, the Junior Class, to 
Class 1, the Matriculation and 
Senior Class, according to our per- 
sonal knowledge of their abilities 
and to insist that all boys in'Class 
1 rust enter for the Matriculation 
Examination. This system admits 
to Class 1 good acholars who, may 
have failed in. the Juniot Examina- 


tion for reasons which sometimes |. 


cannot .be understood; it also re-| 
taing boys who have @ good general 
knowledge but have not the apti- 
tude to pass external examinations. 

Out of the boys presented for the 
Matriculation Examination in 1928 
four passed with . honours, eight 
‘passed and. three were awarded 
Senior Local Certificates. ‘ 

Ten boys who matriculated join- 
ed the University in January 1929; 
this is a record number for any one 
year. We row have thirty-two Old 
Boys at the University. 

In the Scholarships and Student- 
ships awarded on the results of the 
Matriculation Examination three of 
our boys were successful and their

Be- 
cause, whatever be the crea- 
. ture; be it plant or animal, tame 
* or wild, if its earliest growth 
makes a good start, this is the 
most important step towards the 
happy consummation ofthe ex- 
celience of which its nature’ is . 
capable, On this account the 
law-giver should see to it that 
education is-not made of second- 
ary importance, or annexed to 
other duties, but inasmuch as the 
right choice of the man who is 
to have charge of the children 
is bound to come first and fore- 
most, he must do his.very utmost 
to appoint and. make’ Director 
that man who out of all in the 
State is in every respect the 
-hest.”’ : 

Iam not suggesting that I should 
be appointed to this all-important 
post on a salary at least equival- 
ent to the munificent: remuneration 
received by the Director of Educa-- 
tion. I hasten to remind you that 
I do not satisfy Plato's conditions. 
I-am 60 years of age, but a confirm- 
ed bachelor.

NEW PASSAGE SCHEME FOR 
CANADA 


The Canadian Immigration Depart- 
ment announces the establishment: of 
a new assisted. passage scheme for 
recruiting British young men for 
Canadian farms. 

Under the scheme those unable to 
raise the £10 fare wiil be loaned 
their passage money by the British 
Government’ after examination and 
acceptance by the Canadian author- 
ities. 

The. men must deelare willingness 
to’ settle permanen’ly in Canada, and 
no provision is made for a return 
passage. 3 

It is understood that the new ar- 
rangement contemplates moving -u 
limited number of unemnloyed in the 
mining areas of Great Britain to 
Canada without their requiring any 
preliminary training in:Great Britain 
to adant them for agricultural em- 
ployment in the Dominion. 

The official statement says:— 

"Tt has been found that, owing to 
low wages and © scarcity of employ- 
ment in some arts of the British 
Isles, many geod mien who would 
weleome a chanee to make a new 
start in Canada cannot find even the 
third-class or2an cate of £10, plus 
their railway fare at the other end. 

“The new arrangement will enable 
these men to come to Canada when 
it is shown that farmers here want 
them. 

“The selection of ‘those who will 
come: under the new plan will be en- 
tirely in the hands of immigration 
officials overseas, and ‘selection will 
depend not only on physical fitness 
and willingness to work, ‘but also 
upon some }ast’ experience of ‘hard 
manua! labour.” 7
